On our late return from a southerm +rection from the dead, and yet the sub- 


trip we netieed a printed. sermon in 
Oakland daily paper, so remarkable in 
itself and‘ also so ‘illustrative of others 
occasionally that we give a Pertial 
review of it:. 

The text vii: 17, any 
man will do the will of God he shall 
know of the doctrine whethér it be of 
God or whether I speak of myself.” 

The sermon begins with an account of 
a plant called “ Venus Fly Trap,” as to 
which two errors, in facts of nature, are 
stated, ruining the account as an illus- 
tration. But the thing illustrated is it- 
self an error of great importance, one 
which rans through the whole discourse, . 
Thus the sermon reads, * The human 
mind is such a plant; it discriminates 
instinctively the. true from the false, | 
the hurtful from the good.”. Here all | 
is erroneous. The mind is zot such, or 
like such a plant, and it does not dis. 
criminate instinctively. Instinct is wholly 
animal, aod has no more application to / 
the human mind, than has a hoof to the 
palm of the hand. Probably intuitive 
is the word the preacher should have 
used, but even. then the idea is false, 
The mind does not discriminate intui- 
tively; the trae from the false, for the 
mind discriminates by a process of rea- 
soning, in which whatever is perceived 
to be in harmony with all the known 
truth, is decided to be true, and what- 
ever conflicts with known truth is de- 
cided to be error. Neither instinct or 
intuition are of this character. They both 
decide without any known process of | 
reasoning. 

A few sentences further on the sermon 
reads, “ Jesus his doctrines to | 
this inner sense,’’—‘ this Divine instinct 
of truth ’’ {in the mind). There is no such 
inner sense, or Divine instinct. The | 
simple meaning of instinct is that which 
determines an animal to do a thing 
without reason, in a manner resembling 
reason. This is not found in the human 
mind, but the nearest approach to it is 
that of blind prejudice and obstinate 
wilfulness. 

Another direct error of the sermon 
lies i in the explanation of the Bible pass- 
alge, as follows: “ Christ means to say 
in the text, that the human mind, when 
free from all false bias, is competent to 
judge of his teachings.” Most strange ! 
Did not the Lord know what he meant 
to say, and just how to say it, better than 
any preacher? In the text Chri-t says 
nothing about false bias, or any bias at all, 
nor ef any competency to judge, nor are 
the ideas there. He only speaks, in a few 
words, of a certain doing aud of its re- 
sult. If any man will do he shall 
know in the case. It was in the war 
that a loyal soldier said to a rebel who 
was denouncing the course of President 
Lincoln, “ If, sir, you will obey the Gov- 
ernment, you will know that, Lincoln is 
right.” So says Christ to the rebel 
Pharisees who. spoke against the truths 
of God which he had uttered: If any 


he shall know the doctrine whether it: is 
There is not the least reference 
to “bias,” or “ competent to judge,” 
ale. The next four sentences in the ser. 
mon repeat the same error two or three 
times, and then is found the following : 
an important inference, 
identity of christianity with the highest 
Rationalism”? ambiguity or 
‘ophism, or both. It is ambiguous, since 
Rationalism has, in reality, two a 
meanings, One is “highest reasoning.”’ 
But in this sense the truth of the infer- 
ence is as old as Orthodox sentiments, 
for Orthodox writers have always assert- 
ed the same. The other’meaning of the 
Word makes Rationalism the same with 
Skepticism and Infidelity, and in this } 
Sense the word is generally now used. 
But in this sense the assertion is utterly 
false, for Rationalists, technically so 
called, do not with christian- 
ity, nor do they reason in trying to pre- 
‘ent truth on their own side. Their 
Position is only as fault-finders, aiming 
only to present what rapes call errors in 
Others, 


From this ambiguous assertion the 


stance of the, Gospel: rerpaing” — The 
facts are only the frame, the ideag are 
the picture. ’ Break off the frame and 
the picture remains .the same.” ‘These 


are strange assertions, If the frame is 


broken off the picture falls to. the 
ground and is defiled under foot. So 
reject the historical facts, miracles, ete., 
of Christ, and in all honesty one must 
reject his teachings. Noother man ever 
spake as Christ did, and the historical 
facts, with the miracles, etc., prove him 
of God, and hence his teachings true. 
Do away with the facts, and the evidence 
that the goes with 
them. . 

Some distance on in ain sermon, which 
is all of the same general tenor, there 
is this utterance, “ The human mind 
needs not the dictum of any higher 
authority (than itself) to convince it of 
the truth.”’ This declaration is erroneous, 
as proved in every day’s experience. 
Every common man wants the dietam 
of the higher authority of a"Newton in 
astronomy, of a Hitchcock in geology, 
of a Gray in chemistry, of a Bancroft 
in history. Verily, forty-nine-fiftieths 
of the knowledge of the human mind 
rests on the dictum of others of author- 
ity in the case. Much more, then, does 
the human mind need the dictum of the 


higher authority of God as to spiritual, 


moral, and eternal truths. Why reject 
this authority of God as not needed ? 
It is needed, 

This series of errors in the first divi- 
sion of the sermon go on ‘until culmi- 
nating in this assertion: —“ Christ’s 
words borrow no authority from miracles 
of 1800 years ago. The response of 
your own soul is their witness.’ Verily 
this assertion is in direct conflict with 
the Lord’s own actions. To John’s dis- 
ciples he showed his miracles as the only 
proof of his Divinity ; and on his Divin- 
ity rests our confidence that he taught 
only truth. The “ response of your own 
soul,” is an ignoring of reason, and an 
appeal only to feeling and prejudice, 
more likely to be wrong than right. 

The whole sermon accords with a 
rising class of infidels, one of whom, 
near Georgetown, said to us, in decided 
candor, “I know your Gospel is not 
true, for I feel in my very nature as 
much inclined to revenge a wrong as to 


‘eat my food. It does’ me‘good, it is in 


my nature and I] know.it-is right,-bat 
your gospel. forbids it, therefore J know 
the gospel is wrong.” That man’s ar- 
gument was as correct as this sermon, 
while he took the response of his sonl in 
his feelings, and it rationally follows as 
correct from the sermon. 


Bat our review of this singular and 
erroneous discourse has not yet gone 
half over the whole of it. We hasten 
towards a close by saying a large por- 
tion of the remainder is apparently an un- 
fulding of personal experience, as @ sup- 
posed illustration of others’ experience, in 
which the speaker assumes to have come 
finally to intellectual honesty. It is, in 
our view, @ humiliating confession of 
a former want of ‘strict, intellectual 
honesty, which,.to-us, suggests the pos- 
sibility of the speaker’s rushing forward 
now with a thoughtlessness or wilfulness 
that ensures him in error. Certain, it 
is, that in our range of acquaintance we 
have met no. other one,of such, sad, 
strange experience. Then, in the ser- 
mon comes the glaim to present lionesty, 
truthfulness, and clear perception, cul- 
minating inthe following self Jaudation : 
“JT am but the voice of one crying in 
the wilderness ; ‘a reformer before the 
reformation.” I shall die and soon be 
forgotten. But greater leaders will 
arise, who will realize what God has 
given me to see afar off. But I can 
foresee as clearly as any prophet of God 
ever foresaw, a withdrawing from church, 
etc.”” We cannot quote the long account 
of what was foreseen, for, on to the con- 
clusion, for over a fifth of the sermon, 
the whole seems a mingled up prophetic 
denunciation’: of | preachers, creeds, 
churehes, religious reasonings, etc., a 
proper: nondescript, such as feeling ran 
loose, not intellect, would produce.

ast ‘Jesus and the Sabbath.’’ 


For Au Mark 


2: 23-28; 


In this lesson Christ again silences his 
jealous accusers, and gives to the world 


‘his own idea of the basis, purpose, and 


limits of the Sabbath. 

According to the law of Moses (Deut. 
‘23: 25) the disciples did not profane the 
Sabbath as they went through the sown 
grain-fields. According to the tradi- 
tions gathered up in the Talmud, they 
did. They made a way through the 
fields, and being hungry (see Matt. 12: 


| 1), they broke off some heads of wheat, 


rubbed them in their hands, and ate the 
grain. The Pharisees were following in 
the track of Jesus, watching like vul. 
tures for their prey. The disciples had 
but degun to rub and eat the grain, when, 
with one swoop, these birds of prey 
swept down upon Christ. Behold tliy dis- 
ciples ! This, then,is the kind of doctrine 
thou-preachest ! Now we know that thou 
art evil, and teachest only life; for thou 
dost teach thy disciples to — the Sab- 
bath. 

What would-have been the replyof any 
other than Christ ? He answered, as he 
so often did, with Scripture, (1 .) He 
refers them. to 1‘Samuel 21 showing to 
them: that their own King. David" had 
furnished “a precedent for the - con- 
duct, of. his diseiples.. The twelve loaves 
of shew-bread: were laid in two rows on 
the golden table tin the holy place of the 
tabernacle and renewed every Sabbath, 
David, an outcast, from Saul , pressed with 
hunger, entered with his men into the 
tabernacle at Nob, , upon ¢ a Sabbath, just 
as Ahimelech, the high priest, who Robins 
to have beet: ealled™ also Abiathar, as 
was son; (1 Sam. 22: 20) was re- 
moving’ the: old’ bread and putting on 
fresh bread baked that day. He asked 
for and received five loaves which the 
high priest had removed, and“which it 
was lawful for. the priests alone to eat, 
dhe argument of Christ was, If David 
did right in that, shall I and my disci 


| ples be accused of breaking the Sab.

(2.) Bat that wasan argument show- 
ing that every rule may haye its excep- 
tions.» He'therefore followed it by an 
argument showing that there are kinds 
of work which the Seriptures: make a 
duty on ‘the Sabbath, (“This argument i is 
recorded only by Matthew (chap.

In the temple service the priests were to 
do hard work upon the Sabbath, but it 
was God's work, rf Yo work the works 
of God be fo. every time gnd place, 
and is the true sanctification of the 
Sabbath andthe sanetuary.”’ (Stier.) 
The-fellowing Sabbath (as it. appears 
from Luke 6: 1) Christ went into the 
synagogue. Vulture-like, the Pharisees 
watched him. Fearlessly he said to a 
man with a withered hand, whom he 
saw present, Stand Then-he mét 
his accusers with a renewed discnesion 
of the Sabbath question. He. exposed 
their selfishness, They would. save a 
sheep from death on the Sabbath, that 
they might not.suffer loss in property, 


but-they.1 would not 
less” man, because, Ee oth would 
thereby break the Sabbath. ” He healed 


the man in their presence, thereby show. 
ing, Ist. How much better a man is 


in their selfishness; not ‘besause: he' was 
suffering, but, because he was worth some- 
thing to them. - Christ, with unseltish 
love for man, réstored' for 'the fran’ 
‘Own sake, .2d.,Tt, not conflict with 
‘the idea of the Sabbath to do good upon 
‘that day. Bengel says well, “ A good 
deed.must not be postponed. 

JI, based ‘upon’ the love of God 
for man, and his solicitude for his-pliysi- 
cal and moral welfare ; ; upon his statute 
which has found expression in the fourth 
commandment; upon the nature and 
circumstances cof man. Physically he 
needs a rest-day ; mentally he needs sea- 
sons when he can allow change of 
thought; spiritually he needs times of 
religious and ac- 
tivity. 

Il. God’s purpose in giving man the 
Sabbath is to bless man and ‘honor him- 
self. God is not tyrannical in his com- 
mand, “ Remember the Sabbath.day 
to keep it holy,” but is actuated by the 
same loving purpose to secure our wel- 
fare which led him to give us the night 
as a season of rest. To disregard and 
desecrate the day is to thwart God’s 
best, purposes in our behalf. : 

IIL.’ The limits of the law of the Sab- 
bath. Christ isthe Creator, and as such 


‘has given us a Sabbath, the duties of 


which he as Son of man performed. We 
can judge by his character what he 
wants the Sabbath to be to us. He 
went to the synagogue, he healed the 
sick, he performed all kinds of deeds 
which made others happier ‘and more 
holy. It is Christ’s day preéminently, 
in which man is to do Christ’s work. 
He is the Lord of the Sabbath. - His 
work, not ours,.is to be done on that 
day. Hence the appropriateness of 
making the Lord’s day the christian 
Sabbath. The Jews, on the seventh day, 
commemorated the finished work of cre- 
ation. The disciples, and we with them, 
commemorated, on the first day, the 
resurrection of Christ, by which he com- 
pleted the work of new-creation. Upon 
this day we should seek new stores of 
spiritual knowledge, making it a day of 
joy, but not of jollity ; a day of useful- 
ness, not oi selfish ease ;.a day set apart 
to God's business, t6 the exclusion of 
our own secular concerns. Pleasure- 
travel, the usual work, 

catching up with one’s business, idleness, 
picnicking, fishing,” and like employ- 
ments and recreations, are contrary to 
the spirit of the Lord/of the Sabbath. 

On the ottier ritualistic obser- 
vance of the day, a legalistic: spirit, a 
mere outward conformity to the Hebrew 
statutes eoheerning the day, are equally 
displeasing to the Lord.

After visiting. most, of the schools 
in Richmond, I did not wonder that pri-

On inquiring into, the condition of the 

schools outside the citiés, I found thatin — 
the sparsely settled distriets there are 
serious embarrassments in maintaining 
separate schools. Mr. Ruffner, the ex- 
cellent and efficient State Superintendent 
is seeking to do full justice to the color- 
ed schools. In answer to his official in- 
quiry of city and county superintend- 
ents, eighty-nine of these officers replied 
substantially that ‘the colored people 
continue to manifest a great desire for 
education. A few replied that ‘the 
colored people appreciate these privileges 
more than the whites do, and are more 
liberal in proportion to their means, and 
the average attendance of the children 
in their schoolsis greater than those of the 
whites.’ Another superintendent says, 


‘© None of our schools are better attend- 


ed, none have made more rapid progress, 
and none are better taught.’ At first 
tbere was a scarcity of teachers for col- 
ored schools, but the number is now 
rapidly multiplying through the influ- 
ence of the excellent Normal schools at 
Hampton and Richmond, the Culver in-. 
stitute at Richmond, and other simi-- 
lar institutions. 

Considered as the growth of four 
years, the Virginia system i§ an extra- 
ordinary work. Its administration is be- 
lieved to be fair and impartial. I could 
learn of no complaint from the colored 
people. For them it has already accom- 
plished much and promises more. This 
admirable system would be overthrown 
by the Civil Rights Bill. It may be 
said that the race prejudice is unreason- | 
able and unchristian ; but it exists and 
is strong and wide apreed. Prejudices, 
tod;aré more deep-rooted than opinions. 
Argument may change the latter. Pre- 
judice is unreasoning as well as unrea- 
sonable. The social aversion to the ne- 
gro, which is based on race and a preyi- 
ous servile condition, is more likely to be 
obliterated by time and conciliation 
than by coércive legislation. Social af. 
finities or antagonisms, whether the _re- 
sult of spiritual, more! intellectual, or 
physical laws, cannot be created or an- 
nulled by civil statues.

“ Modesto News” has the following: We last 
week made mention of the fact of -one of .out. 
farmers, V. E. Cangé,” having increased his 
grain yield over a portion of hig farm by means 
of deep plowing, eight bushels to the aere. 
The experiment there made ‘was a fair and 
practical, test,’ resulting most favorably to-a 
thorough cultivation of ‘the soil. Asa further 
proof of. the benefits of deep plowing and 
thorough cultivation, we have another experi- 
ment. made by-C. CG. Baker, on bis farm only 
a few miles below town. Mr. Baker is knowd 
far and near, as a thoroughgoing man in‘ all 
that he undertakes, and his experiment in deep 
plowing is worthy of ‘investigation by his 
neighbors. Thé land ‘on which the trial was 
made is of the best of our Paradise plain lands, 
His field was a Jatge one, and the Jand. that 
was deeply'plowed is an average in of 
the whole. Twenty-four acres, of it. were 
measured off, a. heavy. sulky-plow was secured, 
five Jarge American horses hitched to it, and
